In ancient days the Knicht of the Bath 
elect had, as the name implied, actaally to 
take a bath in a room in White Tower 
of the Tower of London.

They 
called it a “ bath’’ in those days, and, in 
view of the standard of cleanliness, we 
suppose it was; but to modern eyes it 
appears to have been a tub of hot water, 
over which was a wooden framework sup- 
porting a covering cloth. 
great deal of splashing and serabbing, 
and then the King, with the nobility and 
clergy, entered and solemnly made the 
mark oí the cross on the back of every 
Knight-lect with the Royal finger dipped 
in the warm water. Ag he did so he gave 
this admonition to each one of them : 
“Yon shall honour God above all things ; 

sa be steadfast ‘inthe faith of

were witnessed by Evelyn, who telle us 
in his Diary that he mi have received 
this honour, but declined it.

“ bath'd more or lesse, as each of them 
feund ¢onvenhient”’; they clad themselves

you keep, it will be creat honour to 
you, bit if you break it, IT must hack 
off your spurres from your heels.’ ’’ 

Little was heard of the Bath from that 
day until George I. issued Letters Patent, 
setting forth the reasons which had in- 
spired him to re¢@stablish the atictent 
Order in its ‘‘ former lustre and dicnity.” 
The real facts of the case were that Wal- 
pole, hoting the thirst for honours, was 
gad to use the Order of the Bath for the

THE COLLAR ENRICHED. 


Great stress was Jaid on the habits and 
ensigns of the various Knights Com- 
panions.

error prevails, that they represent—one 
ithe Battle of the Boyne, and the other 
that of ns Ei In so far as the latter 
is , the subject is the Siege of 
Derry, not the Battle of Aughrim. 

It is also a common mistake, frequently 

printed in re books, etc., that they 
wére execu by Dutch artists, and tm- 
ported. As a matter of fact, they were 
produced by ihe skilled hands of work- 
men employed in Dublin by Robert 
Baillie in 1727, who had brought into 
this country a number of exceptionally 
good weavers, whose work exce any 
that had been hitherto imported, and 
their pupils beeanw equally skilled in this 
art. The amount paid to Baillie was 
£200. 
After the Union these historic pieces 
of tapestry were taken down, to be sent 
to England, but the ¢arnest representa- 
tions made by Francis Johneton, founder 
of the Royal Hibernian Academy, in- 
duced the bank directors to retain them in 
thie position they occupy to-day. 


A Judicial Oarsman. 


The imminence of the University boat 
race gives interest to the fact that by 
calendtical accident the fixture comes a 
very few days after the centenary of the 
birth of a distinguished judge, who was 
one of the Oxtord crew in three consecu- 
tive races, and who, on the last occasion 
in 1852, stroked them to victory. I refer 
to Lord Justice Chitty, born on March 
25rd, 1828. 

It may be news to some that it was this 
judge who uttered the famous bon mot: 
‘The truth sometimes leaks out even 
through an affidavit.’’ He it also was 
who on a notable occasion, when some 
scraps of loose material fell from the ceil- 
ing in his court on to the solicitors’ table, 
coolly remarked: ‘' Fiat justitia rwat 
calum!"’ Chitty had the experience, 
when on the Chancery bench, of being 
one of the very few equity {idee who, 
under a new but short-lived ordinance, 
ever attended Assizes.

She is six weeks 
on the trip, spends a fortnight in Sydney, 
and then comes back prepared to take 
out another party. 

The matrons’ job is said to be no 
sinecure. They have to keep the girls 
occupied, and out of mischief, look after 
them when they are sea-sick, organise 
sports and dances, and form needle- 
work and first aid classes.

GERMANY'S SUSPICION. 

Germany finds some difficulty in under- 
standing that France can be sincerely un- 
easy about the question of security, See- 
ing herself disarmed by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, seeing her western frontiers guar- 
anteed by the Treaty of Locarno, having 
given héerseli guarantees not to attempt 
to alter her eastern frontiers by force, 
Germany asks what more France can want. 
When, therefore, the need of security is 
pleaded on the French side, Germany 
suspects insincerity. What the Germans 
ought to understand is that this anxiety, 
which decreases year by year, is a pro- 
duct, not of present circumstances, but an 
inheritance from the peace. Effects sur- 
vive their causes by a long time.

Adverse Balances. 


In an interesting memorandum, which 
he has prepared for the Association ‘of 
British Chambers of Commerce, Mr. 
A. M. Samuel, Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, discusses at some length the 
problem of Britain’s foreign trade. Last 
year, he says, Britain's imports amounted 
in all to the vast sum of £1,259,000,000, 
while her exports amounted only to 
£867,500,000. On paper, therefore, Britain 
had an adverse trade balance of 
£391,500,000. _ This deficit, which Mr. 
Samuel .afterwards shows ;te be | upreal, 
has existed in a greater or-less degree for 
almost a century; yet Britain’s overseas 
trade during that period has increased 
enormously. He explains the apparent 
anomaly by the fact that trade figures 
factors out of 
account. Imports. are valued in a 
different manner from exports. The 
value of an export is reckoned at its 
value when put aboard a ship at the port 
of departure, or, in the case of land 
frontiers, at its in the railway 
Import values, on the other 
hand, are reckoned at the cost of the 
article at the port, or place, of entry;

From com- 
missions of various kinds—insurances, 
brokers’ fees, bankers’ charges, etc.—she 
derived a net income of £63,000,000, 
the tourist traffic brought her in some 
£15,000,000.. All these figures make due 
allowance for the sums which Britain gave 
to other countries under the same heads. 
On the other ‘side of the. account Mr. 
Samuel places payments to the United 
States. of America’-in.-respect of loan | 
charges, and the expenditure abroad of 
the Foreign Ofhce and the fighting 
services ; but he estimates that these pay- 
ments were balancéd last year by other 
contributions .to. the British} 
Treasury. In trade alone, therefore, 
“‘ invisible’’ exports reached £218,000,000,

The Air Ministry intends to persevere 
in its efforts to secure for this country the 
long- -distance and non-stop air records of 
the world, and it is hoped that a flight 
may be arranged from Cape Town to 
Scotland . without a stop, Comp! 
secrecy has been preserved _ hitherto 
regarding this flight; but the machine 
which is to'be used is to be assembled at 
an aircraft works near London shortly. 
The idea of the experts is the evolution 
of a machine with a low petrol consump- 
tion, able to remain im the air for at 
least eighty hours with an average cruis- 
ing speed of ninety miles an hour. Such 
a ‘plane would have a range of about 
seven thousand miles. It is unlikely that 
the attempt will be made before Sept- 
ember, since special training will have to 
be undergone by the airmen, who may be 
chosen to undertake the flight. The pre- 
sent non-stop record is held by Mr. 
Chamberlin, who flew from New York te 
Germany, a distance of three thousanc 
nine hundred and eleven miles.

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that the only 
question for the jury was were they satisfied 
that the accused men were guilty of re- 
ceiving.

In the case of O'Byrne. there 
was” some evidence, but he was entitled te 
the benefit of any reasonable doubt.
